Highway Patrolmen who were 
in Comanche Monday. 
The two patrolmen said that 
heretofore it had been left op­ 
tional with the patrolman as 
to whether or not charges were 
filed against drivers who did 
not have their licenses with 
them, but pointed out that the 
orders from the 8tAte D epart­ 
m ent now are to arrest and 
file charges against all such 
persons even though the driv­ 
er might have an up-to-date 
license at home or some other 
place. You must have your li­ 
cense with you when driving, 
the patrolmen explained. 
Asked what drivers the pat­
